In looking about for a new source of 
w ater supply, 
the public lias become 
strongly impressed with the feasibility of 
using w ater from bored wells east of the 
city. 
So far as is now known, the water 
from these wells is absolutely pure. 
It is 
certainly apparently so. 
liut we should 
endeavor to ascertain precisely the feeding 
supply of these wells. 
It is assumed by the general public th at 
even surface water filtrating through many 
feet of porous soil becomes purified. 
Hut 
t hi.- is an error. 
I >r. Frankland’s investi­ 
gations show th a t even after the most 
careful Alteration, sewage w ater cannot he 
considered safe. 
"H ow ever pure water 
may appear to the eye,” he adds, “ and 
how ever agreeable to the palate, it may 
y e t contain anim al organism s of a danger­ 
ous type.” 
Dr. 
F. C handler investi­ 
gated the m atter in connection w ith bored 
wells in M anhattan Island num bering be­ 
tween sixty and seventy and varying in 
depth from 2b to 2,000 feet, and he eon- 
eluded th a t the w ater from none of them 
could be free 
from danger 
if 
drank 
before being boiled. 
]-\>r the geological 
formation of the island precludes the pos­ 
sibility of the w ater coming in from lie- 
vond its borders. 
The w ater of the island 
is therefore only filtered 
and “ however clear it may 
in danger of containing 
which •■annot 


surface 
>e, it is 
lisoa.se 
filtered out of the .- 
germs 
oil." 
I he conclusion is a settled one among 
■sanitary scientists th at water poisoned 
with the soakage from soils charged with 
■sewage and excrem ental m atters will com­ 
municate diseases of th e most fatal char­ 
acter, and this fact is referred to in the 
recent paper of Dr. ('. \V. Chancellor, 
Secretary of the State Hoard of H ealth of 
M aryland, replying to Colonel (leorge K. 
W aring on the question of irrigation as a 
process for purifying water. W ater for do­ 
mestic uses, should not he open to even the 
suspicion of being filtered surface w ater, or 
liable to any future sewage contam ination. 
If, then, percolation through many feet 
of soil of surfaee w ater having the drain­ 
age oi stables, farm yards, and streams that 
are themselves the avenues for thecarriage 
of sewage does not purify it, w hat shall 
lie saiil of the waters of a stream being fit 
for domestic u s, which, like the A m eri­ 
can and the Sai ¡ amento, small stream s at 
tlieir best, receive all m anner of sewage 
filth immediately above a eilv draw ing its 
supply from such stream s? 
So, too, what 
niu-t be the assurance of the alisence of 
the poison of decaying vegetation and of 
anim al m atter, in water brought long dis­ 
tances in dit, lies of porous earth traver.-ing 
a settled country 
< )r, what m ust be th e 
assurance <>f purity of water from Ix.r. d 
wells th at may be suppliedonlv bvsoaka 
from such streams? 
These are very imjiortaiit questions and 
should he considered with perfect im par­ 
tiality , and w ithout a particle of enthusi­ 
asm in favor of this, th a t or the other 
schem e. 
There are two systems of water 
supply which may be accepted-as abso­ 
lutely safe. 
One which, by strong piping, 
brings to a city water from a source above 
th e reach of contam ination and is thus not 
susceptible to degeneracy en route. 
An­ 
other, th at raises the supply from such a 
depth and through soil of such a character 
ns to fix the genesis of the supply in a far- 
distant, upper and pure source. 
When, in 1880 the R kcord-U nio n be­ 


gan the inquiry into the bored-well sup­ 


p lie s on the cast of the city, the b elief e x ­ 


isted to quite an extent that the wells 
were supplied by soakage from the Ameri­ 
can river. 
Now, however, we ha\e these 
facts strongly fortified: 
(1) 
I he wells arc 
sunk through twostrata of gravel; (2) they 
pass earlv in descent a thick and very solid 
layer of clay which is known to underlie 
almost the whole area from this basin to 
tlic foot hills. 
May it not. therefore, lie accepted'(1) 
that the wells are not affected by surface 
waters, and are uncontaminated bv soak- 
age ; 
(2) 
that they touch a great basin 
of water fed from mountain sources of orig­ 
inal purity ; 
(3) that we have two basin 
systems, one upon which the rivers flow 
and extending down

As to the capacity of the supply we 
know for instance that three of these 
wells eight and six inches in diameter 
raise now with a simple farm engine about 
1,200 gaJinns per minute, or 1,728,000 gal­ 
lons per day. 
Another of greater depth 
from a higher surface, anil considerably 
farther removed from the vicinity of the 
rivers, raises over half that quantity of 
water with lesser application of power. 
That apparently both these wells supply 
perfectly pure water, disclosing no animal 
organisms, or vegetable evidences. 
Here, 
then, are facts of such weighty importance 
as to demand the most serious inquiry, and 
to call for the most advanced scientific ex­ 
amination. 
If the supply is what it appears to he, 
and has its source in a basin below us, and 
absolutely cut off from surface filtration 
and soakage, we have at our very doors a 
mine of wealth for this city, for scarcely 
any greater blessing can be visited upon 
us than an unfailing, easily procured sup­ 
ply of pure drinking water. 
It will con­ 
serve the public health, enhance the desir­ 
ableness of the city as a place of residence 
and prove a source of business prosperity' 
and domestic economy, while at the same 
time it foreshadows the highest possibili­ 
ties for the lands east of the citv under a 
new system of irrigation. 
So momentous a subject certainly should 
not form the hinge of a mere temporary 
debate to he soon abandoned, as was done 
in duly, 18,SO, when the R e c o r d - I n io n 
labored industriously to draw municipal 
attention to the matter, and when the in­ 
quiry met with the conscientious opposition 
of and received its quietus from a city- 
official without whose concurrence proper 
investigation could not be made.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Drowsed H imself.—About 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning an old man was ob­ 
served to walk out to the center of the 
Third-street bridge, remove his coat and 
then jum p overboard from the east side. 
His proceedings were deliberate and de­ 
termined, but after lie reappeared above 
the water be struggled to save himself, 
cried for assistance and ejaculated, “ Jly 
Hod! My Hod!" It is probable that be 
could not swim, else lie would have reached 
the piling of the bridge; but be managed 
to keep afloat for two or three minutes, 
during which time a man ran around from 
the roadway west of the bridge to the place 
on that structure where the fatal leap was 
taken and reached a long pole down to the 
unfortunate. It was a little too short to 
reai h him, however, and before anything 
further could be done for bis assistance bis 
strength failed and he disappeared. A 
messenger was dispatched to the station- 
house lor grappling irons, a boat was se­ 
cured. and Daniel Gardner and John Shel- 
lars, after working about twenty minutes, 
brought the remains to the surface. The 
• 'oroner was notiiied and took them in 
charge. Deceased was apparently about 05 
or 70 years of age, his hair silvery white, 
and he also wore a full beard, which 
reached to his chest. The body was sub­ 
sequently identified as that of Patrick 
Welch, who came here a few weeks ago, 
and has been stopping at John Treichler’s, 
on Fifth street. He has relatives in Cala­ 
veras county, who have been telegraphed 
to. An inquest will be held after they 
have been heard from. 
Meant Ilusiness.—Yesterday forenoon 
three young people—two men and a wo­ 
man—entered the County Clerk's otlice, 
and one of the men informed the deputy at 
the desk that a marriage license for the 
other two was desired. The clerk inquired 
the lady's age and name, and received an­ 
swer tiiat she was Sarah E. Kyte, aged 22 
years. The young man’s name was L. 
Itremberg, aged 20 years. They were in­ 
formed that, Itremberg being under age, 
the license could not be issued. Thereupon 
the man who bail accompanied the couple, 
and who had all along appeared to be in 
anything but a happy frame of mind, an­ 
nounced. " This -—— ran away with my 
sister from Oakland, and 1 caught them 
here. 1 Ie’s got ti i marry h er! ’’ The other 
man was so alarmed that lie could scarcely 
speak, but finally said something to the 
effect that he " didn't run away with her." 
The brother aeted as though lie bad a pis­ 
tol in bis pocket and could scarcely refrain 
from using it. He informed Itremberg that 
he bad got to marry the young woman or 
take the consequences, which might be con­ 
strued to moan " Wedding or funeral." It 
was finally decided that the party would 
return to Oakland, where the marriage 
could probably I"' arranged. The brother 
was evidently in a lighting mood, for when 
they got out into the main ball be attacked 
Itremberg, but outsiders interfered. 
Sun i) a y-school Convention.—The thir­ 
teenth State Sunday-school Convention of 
the Christian Church convened in this city 
yesterday evening at 7:30. Thirty minutes 
were spent in devotional exercises. Owing 
to the late hour of the arrival of the train 
from San Francisco and (mints south, many 
of the delegates did not reach the church 
till 8:30. On the arrival of the delegates, 
Hon. William Johnston, President, called 
the Convention to order. Prayer was of­ 
fered by Elder n. K. Hand, of Sycamore, 
after which Elder E. I». Ware, of this city, 
delivered a warm and hearty address of 
welcome. The address not only welcomed 
the delegates to the city and to the homes 
of Sacrament", but gave a general review 
of the work of the Sunday-school and its 
relation to the future progress and prosper­ 
ity of the church. f.n* . Address was re­ 
sponded to in a short ahd forcible speech 
by H. F. Tando, of Wheatland, after which 
the Convention was adjourned for the 
evening by Rev. J. J. Haley, of San Fran­ 
cisco. I’here will he two sessions to-day, 
one at 10 a. m. and the other at 2 p. m. In 
the evening Rev. K. M. Pattee will address 
the Convention on " The Influence of the 
Sunday-school in the Education of Chil­ 
dren.'’ 
Convicted ok Misdemeanor.—Yesterday 
in the Police Court Mrs. C. McGrath was 
tried by jury on a charge of misdemeanor, 
in violating the health ordinance in main­ 
taining a nuisance in the form of a filthy 
Avater closet on her lot on P street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, and also in failing to till in 
the lot so that stagnant water would not 
stand upon It during a portion of the year. 
Ed. M. Martin appeared as counsel for the 
defense. Among the evidence taken was 
that of Dr. Snider, who testified to the fact 
that people living in the neighborhood of 
this l"t and others in the immediate vicin­ 
ity that had not been filled liad been at­ 
tacked by fevers, caused mainly hv tlie 
stagnant water. The jury returned a ver­ 
dict ot guilty. Judge Henry lined the de- 
letidant $7 50, with an intimation that the 
lots had better he lilled up. 
I he T ivoli.—The comic opera “ Lydia’’ 
was very much better sttng last night. So 
much better, that it was scarcely recogniz­ 
able as the same piece given Monday night. 
The chorus was up to the key and tinder 
good control. Mr. Macrery sang with more 
spirit and was in very much better voice. 
The quartet at the close of the first act, 
the duo between Jennie Melville and 
Macrery. the dream scene and that odd 
conceit, the “ animal ” quartet, were well 
given. The costuming was much improved 
and generally the opera better presented. 
These things all contributed t" the credit 
of the composition, which developed some 
very pretty passages lost entirely on the 
first night. The opera will he repeated to­ 
night.

ALMOST A RIOT. 
The Salvation Arm y D em on stration R e­ 
sult Si in a Serious D istu rb an ce. 
The Salvation Army started in yesterday 
morning to carry out its advertised pro­ 
gramme in this city. Services were held 
in the Sixth-street Methodist Church in the 
afternoon. After service the army, headed 
by their brass hand and drum corps, 
marched up Sixth street to J, down J to 
Third, thence to their barracks, where a 
supper was served. 
As they marched 
through the streets in their quaint cos­ 
tumes, banners living, with poor brass 
music, and still poorer singing, the 
motley combination attracted as much 
attention 
as 
the 
burlesquers do 
at a Fourth of July afternoon parade. 
The " army" was composed of members 
from San Francisco, Oakland, Stockton and 
Sacramento. The main portion ol their 
demonstration commenced last evening 
about 7:30, when the " army was drawn 
up in front of the barracks ready for dress 
parade. The grand march which followed 
extended over the following route: Third 
street to K, to Second, to J. to Sixth, to I, to 
Seventh, to J, to Tenth, to K. to Sixth, and 
then to the M. E. Church. The " army, 
all told, rank and file, consisted of twelve 
women (two colored) and twenty-eight 
men. Those that did not carry banners 
either heat drums, banged tambourines, 
played on brass instruments or carried 
lighted torches, and as they passed through 
the streets their appearance caused 
hundreds of people 
To assemble on the sidewalks and verandas 
to gaze at them. Indeed, no torchlight 
procession of the last red-hot Presidential 
campaign caused a greater rush of sight­ 
seers to the street than did tills little band. 
Before they arrived at the church there 
was an advance guard of hoys to the num­ 
ber of a hundred or more: the little 
“ army" was flanked on either side by an 
equal number, and their rear guard was 
a strong one. Tlie boys kept step 
to the music of the drums and 
the religious songs of the army were 
drowned by the popular and comic airs of 
the day. voiced by the youthful guard, who 
insisted that they were "paintin’ 'erred.” 
The "arm y” seemed to rather enjoy the 
sensation created, though an occasional had 
egg, and sometimes other missiles thrown 
at its members, made matters wear a threat­ 
ening aspect. Chief Jackson and some of 
the officers accompanied the procession, 
and did all they could to prevent bad con­ 
duct. At the church hundreds of people 
had assembled, and it was evident that hut 
tew of the immense throng would he able 
to gain admittance. The police made the 
crowd stand hack, however, and tlie female 
members of the army passed in, while the 
torch-bearers assisted the police in main­ 
taining order. The basement of the church 
where the services were to be held was soon 
filled with 
AN O R D ER LY AUDIENCE, 
And the police thought the threatened 
trouble was over, as the crowd began to 
disperse. One of the female members of 
the army some time later went outside and 
blew a police whistle, which bad the effect 
of drawing the assemblage back again. A 
large number of hoys perched in the trees 
alongside the church, and began shooting 
little stones from “ slingshots," or throwing 
them, against the windows, breaking the 
glass, and one of the army, it is said, went 
out and handled a boy roughly. Mean­ 
while, one of the speakers inside had made 
some bitter remarks against the Catholic 
religion, which caused about a dozen of the 
audience to leave, and what they reported 
when they went out probably created hard 
feeling. The crowd outside had been good- 
natured, as a general thing, and more in­ 
tent on amusement than mischief, but 
some of its members were vicious, and 
proceeded to throw rocks at the windows. 
A full-grown defunct feline, that had been 
dead long enough to have been worthy the 
attention of the Health Officer, came sail­ 
ing into the church through a window like 
a black comet, as though lie belonged 
there and liad tome to stay. An ancient 
and exceedingly ripe hen followed, and it 
looked as though the missiles were going 
to be more numerous than select. Early 
in the disturbance the reporter of a con­ 
temporary, acting as war correspondent, 
went to the door with one of the army to 
see what the trouble was, and who was 
making it. The crowd threw things at the 
army representative, and the newspaper 
man got hit accidentally. The proceed­ 
ings outside ceased to have any further in­ 
terest for him. and he quickly retired into 
the building, and took a front seat. Mean­ 
while the officers had been doing all they 
could to put a stop to tlie disturbance, hut 
IN THE DARKNESS, 
Those doing the mischief could not be 
identified. The crowd would give way be­ 
fore the officers good-humoredly, but take 
a new position immediately, and occasion­ 
ally the officers were badly squeezed. 
Finally, the commander of the army an­ 
nounced that discretion was the better 
part of valor, and dismissed the meet­ 
ing, 
with 
the 
announcement 
that 
it would he resumed at the barracks. 
This caused an immediate stampede for the 
street. The male members of the army 
were handled very roughly by the mob. 
some of them being knocked down and 
otherwise maltreated, while one of them 
was taken up bodily and hurled over the 
high fence of a back-yard to a < 'hiñese 
wash-house, where he was immediately In­ 
terviewed ami hail his trousers badly lacer­ 
ated by a bulldog. The female members of 
the army were 
SAVED FROM INJURY 
As far as possible bv their comrades, the 
police and citizens, but one, Miss Chrissie 
Willis, liad her dress nearly torn off, and 
she was hit on the back of the head 
with a stone. She fainted, and was put in 
a hack and taken to a residence. Several 
ladies who had been in the audience were 
with difficulty protected from injury in 
the rushing about of- tlie 
crowd. 
One lady while in the church was hit 
with a stone and hurt considerably. There 
had been a drill of a military company 
during the evening, and some of the mem­ 
bers were present in the crowd with their 
uniforms on. One of them, who was mis­ 
taken for a member of the other army, was 
hustled about and knocked down before he 
could explain the mistake. The. crowd ap­ 
peared to have a spite against the banners 
carried by the army, atnl the cry was 
raised. " What are you doing with that 
British flag? Carry an American flag!" 
“ Takeolf that British coat!” referring to 
the red coats some of the army wore. Some 
of the banner- were snatched away from 
those carrying them, and the big drum was 
damaged. Frightened and demoralized the 
Salvationists returned to their barracks, 
GUYED AND INSULTED 
By a gang of young fellows, whose success 
in molesting inspired them, apparently, 
with a desire to go on from bad to worse. 
The police, however, worked nobly, assist­ 
ed by citizens who felt the disgrace the 
evening’s proceedings had brought upon 
the city. At Fourth and K streets Deputy 
Sheriff Brissell, officer Franks and others 
had a lively tussle fora few minutes, and 
it looked as if there might he a serious 
light'Avith some of the turbulent spirits, 
hut other officers arrived and dispersed the 
crowd. On Third street Judge Henry ad­ 
dressed the gathering, reminded them that 
they had been committing a gross outrage, 
and* urged them to refrain from further 
misconduct and disperse. 
His advice, 
hai ked up by the energy of the police, 
HAD GOOD EFFECT. 
But it was a long time before the crowd of 
several hundred people melted away. As 
has been remarked before, the trouble was 
started by bovs, who subsequently were as­ 
sisted by a few men of the rougher class. 
Tlie greater portion of the vast crowd [ires 
cut were greatly opposed to violence, ill 
usage and the damaging of property . I he 
army, after returning to I heir barracks, ron­ 
dín -d service - there until a late hour. They 
reported ihat the injured of their number 
were i hrissie Willis, whose father keeps a 
fruit -tore in Stockton; a young man 
named Thomas McArthur, who received a 
black eye and was cut on the face; a boy 
named Albert Coplin. whose father’is a 
minister in Oakland, received a hit on the 
head while crowding out of the church. 
Major Wells, who was in command, re­ 
marked to Chief Jackson afterwards that 
the army was accustomed to similar dis- 
turbatices, hut this was the worst they had 
experienced.
